Tourist travel over the Gettysburg 
battlefield during the past year was 
the largest since 1938, and only two 
years in the past 21 have shown a 
larger visitation here. 
Dr. Frederick Tilberg, of the Na­ 
tional Park office staff here, who 
compiled the annual figures for the 
“travel year” extending from Oc­ 
tober I to September 30. said today 
that 659,222 persons toured the 'field 
during the 1948-49 period. In 1929 
the visitation was larger, totaling 
727,395 and in 1938, a hen the 75th 
anniversary was observed here the 
all-tim e record was set with 1,554,234 
tourist*. Those were the only two 
years in the past 21 which have ex­ 
ceeded this year's tourist visitation.

All of us are more or less fam iliar 
with such foreign isms as Com­ 
munism. Fascism, Francoism and 
Nazism, but only recently has the 
word STATISM joined 
this 
ism 
group. The fact Is, Statism compre­ 
hends all of its associates. We see it 
at work in all totalitarian govern­ 
ments. The methods used may be 
different, but the objective is the 
same — "THE CONCENTRATION 
OF ALL ECONOMIC CONTROLS 
AND ECONOMIC PLANNING IN 
THE HANDS OF A HIGHLY CEN­ 
TRALIZED 
S T A T E 
GOVERN­ 
MENT. (W ebster’s 1949 "New Colle­ 
giate Dictionary".) In other words, 
Statism is the extreme subordina­ 
tion of the individual to the state. 
While we in the United States 
have reached no such extremity, 
many thoughtful persons in both of 
our m ajor political parties tell us 
th at the trend is slowly but surely in 
th at direction, and th a t It m ust be 
stopped if we are to retain our lib­ 
erties and freedoms—our American 
Way of Life. ^ 
In an address at the bicentennial 
celebration of W ashington and Lee 
University on June 18, 1949. Honor­ 
able Jam es F. Byrnes, a distinguish­ 
ed Democrat, iorm er United States 
Senator, Justice of the Supreme 


Court, and Secretary of State, said: 
"We are going down the road 
to statism. Where we will wind 
up Alo one can tell but if some 
of the new programs seriously 
proposed 
should 
be 
adopted, 
there is danger that the indi­ 
vidual. whether farmer, worker, 
manufacturer, lawyer or doctor, 
will soon be an economic slave 
pulling an oar in the galley of 
the state." 
And our only ex-President, the 
Honorable Herbert Hoover, speak­ 
ing on the occasion of his 75th an ­ 
niversary, had this to say about 
collectivism — statism by another 
nam e: 
“Most Americans do not be­ 
lieve in Collect iviam, but they 
do not realize that through gov­ 
ernmental spending and taxes 
our nation Lh blissfully driving 
down the back road to it at top 
speed." 
Indicative of this statism trend 
is the fact th a t our government 
has, in recent years, changed Its 
character to a marked degree. It has 
become an overwhelming and om ni­ 
present m achine of controls and 
compulsions. It m anages our money 
and credit, our farm ing and other 
phases of production, our rents and

Russia's abrupt cancellation of her 
treaty of friendship with Yugoslavia, 
thereby 
setting a 
fiery 
example 
which her satellites may be expected 
to follow, further tightens the ban­ 
ishment of Marshal Tito from the 
Bolshevist fold. 
The Yugoslav dictator now Is de- 
j cidedly on his own until he makes 
new friends who at this stage ob­ 
viously must come from the democ­ 
racies. 
Thus far the only kindly word 
Tito has received from his old com­ 
rades is contained in an article pub­ 
lished by “The Lterary Gazette” in 
Moscow. The Gazette says history 
soon is going to offer him a choice 
—"Either rat poison, like Hitler, or 
a soaped rope, like Mussolini." The 
article adds that "There is good rea­ 
son for the Belgrade dwarf to go 
crazy.** 
Accused of Hostility 
Moscow accuses Tito of lining up 
with “foreign imperialist circles.” 
Specifically Russia charges that the 
Budapest treason trial of former 
Hungarian Foreign Minister Laszlo 
Rajk, sentenced to death last Satur­ 
day, disclosed that Yugoslavia has 
been carrying on hostile activity 
against the Soviet Union. 
Yugoslavia also has friendship 
and mutual aid pacts with Albania, 
Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia. Hungary, 
Poland and Romania. In the natural 
course of events all these neighbors 
also will cancel their treaties. 
Well now, the significance of all 
this lies In the real reason for the 
break between Russia 9 and Yugo­ 
slavia. which came into the open in a 
big way in June, 1948. That was 
when the Moscow dominated Comin- 
form expelled the Balkan state from 
membership. 
The cause of that expulsion was 
Tito’s refusal to surrender Yugo­ 
slavia's national sovereignty to con­ 
trol of Moscow He maintained that 
his country’s Internal affairs con­ 
cerned her alone, and that she would 
accept no dictation. In other words 
he was pursuing nationalism in 
building 
his 
Communist 
state, 
whereas Russia's whole effort is 
centered in international Commu­ 
nism under which every country 
would take its orders from Moscow. 
Will Others Follow? 
This means 'J'ito has inaugurated 
a new brand of Communism for his 
t state. And that, of course. Is a turn 
of events which Is of vast Impor­ 
tance to the Western nations. Ob­ 
servers are speculating whether the 
Yugoslav dictator’s example may In­ 
spire other discontented satellites to 
try’ to follow suit in maintaining 
their nationalism. 
However, it is still too early to 
declare that Tito’s brand of Com­ 
munism can’t live in amity with 
other national Isms. His requests for 
material aid from tile Western world 
in his emergency seem to indicate 
that he wants to play ball. Whether 
he has all his cards on the table 
remains to be seen.
